SUNDAY MORNING CHATS 

Just now we all have before us for pondering 
purposes the old, old story of “Wine, Women 
and Song,” and probably it will do some good, 
as it is arousing public sentiment, spurring 
up pubiic officials and causing a cleaning house 
in many quarters where house cltaning was 
badly needed. Those of us who have arrived at 
the age of discretion can and do figure out that 
this “Wine, women and song” business is nt mighty 
good thing to Jet severely alone, but young blood 
{fs hot and and youth will bave {ts fling, so we 
will continue to have samples of the results of 
playing. with fire ever and anon More would 
dabble in the “Wine, Women and Song” inyth if 
they had the price, but that sort of thing takes 
money on large quantities, a8 booze comes hizh 
nowadays and the brazen harpies who constitute 
the women in that sort of draina, or tragedy, 
always flock like buzzards over earrion where the 
money jis. They are for sale, like the pooze, 
they intoxicate, like tie booze, they avouse the 
baser nature, like the hooze, and their influence 
is just as deadly. If a man getg money during 
his youth he generally tries out more or less of 
that old “Wine, women and song” fake, just to ex- 
periment and see what ‘ft jis like, and because there 
ig a thrill in seeing how many hot ecvoals*he can 
handle without getting too seriously burned. 
Many of them misealculnte and get hold of one 
finally that does burn, burns to the bone, and 
leaves a horrid scar. But if he gets money in 
after years, later ‘in life, ag a rule by that time 
he has sense enough to know what “Wine, Women 
and Song” means, and to give it the go-by, The 
wine makes the head ache, the women make the 
heart ache, and the song part of it is but Jazz, 
with no more melody than the heating of tom- 
toms or tin cans. When the wine is in, the wit 
is out, and it is only when the wine igs in that the 
painted jebezel is attractive. When man’s wit is 
not benumbed hy wine he sees in. the scarlet 
woman only an Unelean thing to shun and. aphar. 
There 1s absolutely nothing in this sort of thing 
but dead sea fruit, nothing but hurt, and sorrow, 
and finally degredation and shame. Those of 
us who have seen i: in its worst, witnessed the 
innumérable wrecks strewn along itg paths, and 
escaped with nothing worse than a scar, dread 
it as a pestilence. Those of us who have scen it 
next morning when the paint is all worn off, when 
the crash of jazz Is silenced, when the glittéring 
bars are all slop and dirty pottles and glasses and 
the reeking pittoons mingling their miasmic stench 
wit hthe odors of stale booze, when the head and 
the heart both ache, nerves are palsied and the 
whole word a gray, drizzle, ‘bleak, dreade ex- 
panse of horror and rversion we know what that 
old “Wine, women and song’ phantasm is we 
know the horror of it, the depth of its degreda- 
tion, the height and width of its devillsh dammnua- 
tion. 


A week ago We wrote something along the lines 
of psychology, because a friend gave us a maga- 
zine devoted to it and asked us for some thouphts 
upon that more or less mysterious subject. in it 
just in passing, we said that psychology did not 
sugee't to us the healing of diseases or the mak- 
ing of a million dollars, as it did most everybody 
who writes about it, but, instead, suggested im- 
r rtality. We do not know that anyone every sug- 
y aie that before im connection with it, but. it 
was the first thing it brought to our mind In 
this connection the study of psychology is very 
interesting, and not so deep or mystifying hut 
what anybody ought to be able to graps it easily. 
Psyehelogy is the study of mental phenomena, and 
one of the most interesting facts about ment phe- 
Yomena is the sub-conscious mind. We all have 
a sub-conscious mind, and all know it, but none 
of us know what it is, or why. Haven't you ever 
wanted to get up early in the morning, say four 
or five o'clock, and charged your mind with it 
upon retiring’? Sure you save, and what was the 
result?) That sub-conscioug mind of yours went 
off just like an alarm clock at exactly the tithe 
‘you had set as wanting to wake. Often, also,, you 
have forgotten the name of some person or ob- 


ject, and couldn't think what it was, so yéu pit > 


tt aside and go about something else and forget 
it. Not so your sub-consclons mind—it goes to 
work on the matter and digs down into its card 


index, or whatever it has, and Lingo! “fhe name 
of Smith, Jones, Brown or Ndbuchadnezzar pops 
into your mind all of a sudden as plain as day. 
What did it? Nobody kuows. Now, does not that 
‘uggest that the mind, of woich this sub-consclous 
Jnind is a part, is not mutter like the rest of 
the body is, but a thing wpart from matter? It 
never sleeps, and if it was matter it would have 
to sleep. And if it is not matter, then it) cannot 
persh, as only matter perishes. And if it cannot 
pericsh,, then it mugt live forever, and, in faet, Is 
what we call the soul. That is what pcychdlogy 
suggests to ous. What does it suggest ta you? 
let us now vo a trifle further, and that will be 
enourh for this) morning’s Sunday lesson: is 
well known tha! there is constant wasle going on 
in every part of the body, wh'ch has to be re- 
newed hy daily nutrition; that. in the judgment 
of medic seience, an entire transformation of the 
physical system oceurs every seven or eight years, 
new flesh and bone and tissues being substituted 
for those you had before. kivery few years every 
pert of your body is composed of entirely differ- 
ent materials and it wag, the hand, the foot, 
the brain, all parts, inside and out. ‘Then how 
comes it that vou comprehend today what you 
heard ten years ago, or twenty years ago? You 
remember and love those with whom you were 
then associated, yet no longer ucing the organic 
substances you then possessed. Does that not 
prove that this faculty, this swh-conscious mind, 
this soul, or whatever you want to call it, by 
which you think, remember, and love, is distinct 
from organic matter, and that while all parts 
of the hody are constantly changing the soul re- 
mains the same, being other than matter and not 
perishable? The only logic we can deduce out 
of all this is that as it does not share in the 
process of decomposition and renewal through 
which the human frame {fs passing, it is, therefore, 
a spfritual substance. If this ig not the answer, 
what is? 

One of our local tlergymen, whose friendship 
we prize very ‘highly, said tous a few days ago 
that any man who could write such things as we 
do, sugh good lay sermons, and all that, ought to 


he one of the high standing pillars of the church. 


We told him that we did not know why it was we 
Were not connected un with the church, as we 
were with them heart and mind and working 
wlong similar lines, but maybe it was meant that 
we should do our work outside the church, while 
they did theirs from the inside. This sort of 
bothered us some, and so whem we got home we 
asked our better half why it was that*we were 
just a dingbustéd old fence post around the 2x4 
ranch instead of a pillar in the church. She said 
that it wast because we were an outlaw, and as 
she has had us in charge now for nearly forty 
years, she knows. Now, she did not mean we 
were a sort of Jesse James, or Bill Hayward, 
or Villa, or any of those’ fellows. What = she 
meant was that we would never conform to the 
set of rules of creed and discipline demanded by 
the established rufes of the church. Guess that’s 
bout it, and so we will likely always continue 
being just a post, instead of a pillar. But, just the 
sume, we will continue to teach the good gospel 
of the Brotherhood of God and the Brotherhood 
of Man, and if we find evidence of His greatness 
and work. out on the ocean, high up on the moun- 
tain or out on the plains, instead of in some place 
especially dedicated to His worship, why, it will 
be better, at least, than not finding Him at all. 
Maybe it is because we rode so many outlaw horses 
and ‘bucking bronks in early days that we got to 
running unbranded on the range of life ourself, be- 
coming imbued more or less with their frée spirit, 
instead of ‘being gentle and working in the har- 
ness like most nice people do. Well, anyhow, we 
always send in our contributions regularly, by the 
women of the family, and to the best of our 
knowledge and belief none of them ever held out 
any of it. And we have done a fair to middlin’ 
good job of rounding a lot of the rest of you 
unbranded sinners up, and heading you toward 
the church, where the good parsons have been 
telling you where to hedd in; and we will so con- 
tinue, and may the Lord have mercy upon you.
